In the past 12 months, there 
have been great advancements in 
weapons development. The Gov- 
ernment says an all-out attack on 
the Uniteg States would destroy 
a great number of cities, inflict 
heavy damage on rural areas, and 
spread radioactive fallout that 
would contaminate thousands of 
square miles. 

In cooperation with the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration, a 
staff of Mississippians is at work 
on an 'Operational Survival Plan' 
for the state, a plan which out- 
lines how the state would func- 
tion in event of an attack. 

The statewide phage of this 
plan is now complete. There are 
four possible targets in Missis- 
sippi, and this state's main mis- 
sion would be to provide for evac- 
uees from principal target areas 
like Memphis, Mobile, and New 
Orleans. 

The "Operational Survival Plan" 
directs how these evacuees would 
come into the state, and how they 
would be cared for. The plan also 
takes into consideration the evac- 
uation of possible state tragets 
like Jackson, Columbus, Green- 
ville, and the Coast area. 

The state’s entire emergency 
capabilities have been surveyed, 
and the plan, for instance, details 
the amount of food on hand in 
the state, whether raw or process- 
ed, and where it is. 

The Survival Staff is now work- 
ing with county and municipal 
Civil’ Defence Organizations, de- 
veloping the part to be played 
by the local groups in the “Op- 
erational Survival Plan.”
